Villagers march in protest at peer s homes plan

HUNDREDS of angry villagers marched 
through Hagley before handing a letter to 
Lord Cobham against plans to build nearly 
200 homes on his land. 

A column of more than 700 campaigners 
wound around roads in the village on Satur¬ 
day to show the depth of feeling against the 
scheme. 

Cala Homes wants to build 175 properties 
on part of the 350-acre Hagley Hall site on 
land bordered by the A456 Kidderminster 
Road and the A491 Stourbridge Road. 

But villagers fear a flood of new neigh¬ 
bours will stretch schools and village serv¬ 
ices, including the village’s doctor’s surgery, 
to breaking point and have opposed the 
plans. There are also concerns it will lead to 


further traffic along already-congested 
roads and add to poor air quality in the 
village. 

The noisy protest - which saw hundreds 
chant ‘save our village, keep Cala out’ - 
came just days after planning consultants 
Framptons held a consultation on plans for 
another 70-home scheme on land off 
Western Road nearby. 

Dr Alec Syrotiuk, a father-of-two who 
lives on South Road, Hagley, said: “This 
seems the thin end of the wedge to me and 
is worrying considering the Frampton 
development as well.” 

Jane Broom, a mother-of-two of Hagley 
Close, said the development added to her 
frustrations as her seven-year-old son Theo 


has been on the waiting list for Hagley 
Primary School for two years already. 

Hagley Residents’ Action Group member 
Rachel Jenkins said: “I think this protest 
will show Lord Cobham how we feel, though 
I don’t think that will be any surprise to 
him.” 

Regional managing director for Cala 
Darren Humphreys has said the region is 
facing a major housing shortage. He said 
the firm would spend around £1.7 million to 
pay for improvements to roads and boost 
education. 

More than 4,300 letters opposing the 
scheme have already been delivered to 
homes and a petition signed by 2,000.

“It will not only bring family fun to the 
centre, but will animate a large area the 
building. 

“A lot of what we are putting in the plan is 
about getting kids active, we look forward to 
get the plans off the ground. The ice rink 
will be a seasonal feature.” 

The attractions will be operated under 
the firm’s Quest brand and each will have 
leases ranging from two to five years. 

Kelly Reed, marking manager at West- 
field Merry Hill, said: “We’re really excited.” 

Brierley Hill ward Councillor Margaret 
Wilson said: “We talk about regeneration for 
the area and this is just what we need.” 

Two planning applications have been sub¬ 
mitted to Dudley Council. People have until 
October 3 to comment on the applications.

FISH and chip shop chain Harry Ramsden’s 
has closed its restaurant at the Merry Hill 
shopping centre with the loss of 14 jobs after 
losing nearly £1 million since 2010. 

The 160-seater restaurant, in the lower 
level of the centre next to the proposed 
entertainment complex, has already been 
boarded up. It was the chain’s only restau¬ 
rant in the West Midlands. 

Spokesman Andrew Hanson said: “Since 
2010, the Merry Hill outlet has lost nearly 
£lm. In a tough economic climate where 
consumers are being more cash conscious, 
these losses are simply unsustainable.” 

The restaurant opened as part of the 
centre’s £25m extension in 1997. 

The news comes as a Clinton Cards oppo¬ 
site Debenhams, closed at the weekend. It is 
believed up to six staff have been transferred 
to another Clintons in the centre, but a 
number of staff have lost their jobs.

Boat race 
plans put

TRADERS in Stourbridge have vowed to survive parking 
problems in light of a multi-million town centre develop¬ 
ment which they hope will herald a new start for the town. 

Businesses say the new £50 million Crown Centre, with a Tesco super¬ 
market and 543-space car park, will bring more shoppers. They asked cus¬ 
tomers to stay loyal to the independent traders after admitting it will 
remain a struggle while disruption continues.

“I really believe in the town and I think 
there are a lot of independent businesses in 
Stourbridge that offer something differ¬ 
ent,” said the 31-year-old, who runs the 
store with her business partner Steve 
Pilcher. 

Francesca Portera, aged 30, owner of 
women’s fashion outlet Bella Boo in High 
Street, said business remains brisk despite 
the works. 

She said: “Obviously we lost Bell Street 
car park in the works but there are always 
spaces in the High Street and around the 
town.” 

Ju-a-lingerie store owner Sue Warby said 
the loss of the Bell Street car park had been 
“a pain” but regular clientele remained.

Benefits fraud couple 
must return £40,000 


A COUPLE from Kingswinford 
have been ordered to repay a 
total of more than £40,000 after 
they wrongly claimed state and 
council tax benefits. 

Rana Amir, aged 42, and his wife, Mandip, 
30, picked up the cash in income support 
and council tax benefit in just over three 
years. 

The couple, of Winfield Avenue, declared 
themselves incapable of work - with neither 
earnings nor savings - but he was selling TV 
and film equipment. 

At a proceeds of crime hearing, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last week heard a 
total of more than £83,000 went through a 
Halifax bank account during the time they 
were claiming benefits. 

Recorder Mark Warby ordered them each 
to repay £20,367, including £1,367 each 
compensation to Dudley Council. 

Admitted 

He said: “If it is not paid within six 
months there will be a prison sentence each 
of 12 months.” 

Amir was jailed for 10 months just over a 
year ago. His wife was given an 18-week 
prison sentence suspended for 12 months. 

Both admitted fraudulently claiming 
income support between December 2005 
and February 2009 and council tax benefit 
from September 2006 to February 2009. 

When they appeared before the court last 
year, Dr Fayyaz Afzal, prosecuting, said the 
pair were overpaid £37,000 in income 
support and around £2,500 in council tax 
benefit. 

Mr Anthony Potter, prosecuting at the 
proceeds of crime hearing, told the court the 
money they obtained fraudulently had been 
used towards buying their house. 

Mr Potter told the court an agreement 
had been reached, with the defence that 
each had “available” assets of £20,367. 

As the amount is tied up in property, they 
should have six months to pay it, he added.

WHERE does the name 
Wolverhampton come 
from and why could St 
Peter’s Church have bec¬ 
ome a Cistercian Abbey?

Lady Wulfrun’s Hampton and 
Wool Town Church give the 
answers and the story of how the 
Anglo-Saxon settlement of 
Heantun emerged from the Dark 
Ages with its Minster Church of St 
Mary. 

Royalty in the form of Lady 
Wulfrun refounded the Minster 
with lands at Bilston, Willenhall,

Wednesfield, Pelsall, Featherstone 
and other outlying small settle¬ 
ments, and several priests, known 
as a “college”, to look after their 
spiritual well-being. 

The first dean in charge of this 
collegiate establishment, Sansome, 
was among those who were close to 
King William, and was responsible 
for his Domesday Survey of the 
country. 

He became Bishop of Worcester, 
and annexed Wulfrenehamtun or 
Wlurenehamptona - the first forms 
of the full name of the town - to the 
Priory of Worcester. 

King John, the Pope and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury agreed 
to replace the priests with a com¬ 
munity of Cistercian monks and to 
build a new abbey about the year 
1200, and the oldest parts of the 
existing church were the begin¬ 
nings of this new building. 

However, when the archbishop 


died the idea was abandoned and a 
new dean installed. 

During the 13th and 14th cen¬ 
turies the dean in effect ran the 
town, with charters for a market, 
fair, borough, court and wool fair. 
The town became wealthy through 
the wool and cloth trade, with 
sheep brought in to be penned in 
the Folds, the most wealthy being 
the merchants, who paid for St 
Peter’s to be enlarged and built in 
the grand style we see today. 

The church was a Royal Free 
Chapel, answerable to the Crown, 
not the Bishops, and Edward III 
was one monarch who was respon¬ 
sible for Charters to the Dean and 
indirectly for much of the rebuild¬ 
ing in the 14th century, commemo¬ 
rated by his crowned bearded head 
being carved in the stonework 
above the nave arches. 

Regular Sunday and weekday 
services are held in St Peter’s, and 
the church is open from 10am to 
4pm Monday to Friday, and 10am 
to 1pm on Saturdays.

THOUSANDS of fundraisers 
braved the rain and biting 
cold to run the Race for Life 
at Himley Park, after the 
event was cancelled in July.

THE basement of a Stour¬ 
bridge pub has become a 
novel venue for artists eager 
to sketch live models - in the 
nude. 

The bare necessities for the life 
drawing events at Katie Fitzgerald’s 
are a naked model - a different one 
each week, male, female and aged any¬ 
where from 20 to 70 - and eclectic 
music to accompany the sound of 
sketching pencils. 

The sessions are held on Mondays 
evenings at “Katie’s”’ in Enville 
Street, Wollaston, which on other 
nights pulsates to the sounds of local 
folk, rock and jazz artists playing live. 

Thhis week 10 men and women 
gathered to sketch grandmother Mali 
Morgan, from Bridgnorth, who 
stripped off and posed unashamedly 
for the sake of art. 

Some sipped beer as they earnestly 
sketched her curvy form to hone their 
talents for interpreting the human 
body on canvas.

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Graceful young dancers impress 
on Grand stage in classic ballet 


Swan Lake, Wolverhampton Grand 

ENGLISH National Ballet visit 
regional theatres to present produc¬ 
tions with a core of professional 
dancers augmented by more than 100 
young amateurs from the local area. 

They perform an important function in giving 
youthful enthusiasts their moment in the lime¬ 
light and perform wonders given the limited 
amount of rehearsal time with keen but inexperi¬ 
enced children. 

Financial constraints means they dance to 
recorded music rather than a live orchestra. 

The highest praise I can give their production 
of Swan Lake, the best known of all the classical 
ballets, was that you didn’t need to be a relative 
or friend of the young performers to enjoy it. This 


was a quality production. The young dancers 
from dance schools in the Black Country, 
Staffordshire and Worcestershire, were well 
drilled, which was essential with up to 70 per¬ 
formers on stage at one time. 

On the Grand’s medium-sized stage, so many 
bodies could have been a recipe for disaster but 
there were no collisions. Indeed, scenes that 
could have been cluttered were instead spectacu¬ 
lar and flowed with easy grace. 

Not every move was perfectly synchronised, 
there was the occasional wobble or frown of con¬ 
centration, and the more demanding choreogra¬ 
phy was kept to the pros. 

But there was much energy, dynamism and, 
most importantly, gracefulness from the young 
performers. Every one of them, girls and boys, 
can hold their head up high and feel proud of their 
achievement. Partly due to the demands of such 


a huge cast, the Swan Lake story about the 
enchanted Odette cursed to turn into a swan and 
replaced in the prince’s affections by the sor¬ 
cerer’s lookalike daughter Odile, was tinkered 
with. 

Odette (white swan) and Odile (black swan), 
often played by the same ballerina, became rival 
ballerinas in a Russian ballet company present¬ 
ing Swan Lake for the royal family. 

The choreography was inspired by Marius 
Petipa’s 19th century style and additional dances 
included a fun stage hands dance, showcasing the 
boys’ abilities, and some cute elements for the 
very youngest dancers. As for the pros, Julianne 
Rice-Oxley was an elegant Odette and Oliver 
Speers a steadfast and strong Prince Sergei. 
Canadian ballerina Emma Lister stood out with 
the dynamism of her wicked black swan Odile, a 
villainess with verve. Leon Burakowski

An intelligent new entry 
in the espionage genre 


M elissa George has certainly 
come a long way from the 
picturesque sand dunes of 
Summer Bay and Alf Stewart’s 
kindly lectures. 

The Amityville Horror, Derailed 
and a decent stint in the always- 
loved Friends provided starring 
roles for her; but when can the 
actress finally breathe a sigh of 
relief and be in no doubt that she’s 
really hit the big time? When her 
talents secure her the lead role in a 
gritty BBC espionage drama like 
Hunted (Thursday, BBC1,9pm), 
that’s when - and so we’re about to 
see a whole lot more of this 
brilliantly talented actress.

The premise alone gives a firm 
nod in the direction of fellow BBC 
spy drama, Spooks, so for those of 
you who have been needing a fix 
since that came off air some time 
ago, fill your boots. 

George recently spoke to 
Cinemax about her latest portrayal, 
admitting: “You don’t want to cross 
Sam. She is still the firm’s best 
operative, but since the attempt on 
her life, any trust she had for the 
firm and her co-workers is gone. 
That is why she is so determined 
to go back to work and face her 


team - she really believes that one 
of them is behind it. She is a very 
complicated person and not easy 
to get to know.” 

But it would seem that in her new 
mission, as she integrates with the 
family she’s been assigned to, it will 
be hard not to become emotionally 
embroiled in their story. 

“When the trauma of her past 
resurfaces, it sends her down a 
certain path. In many ways, she 
identifies with Eddie, the child 
she is tutoring in her mission. 
Because of their similar 
experiences, he has a huge effect 
on her that she wasn’t anticipating. 
She struggles with caring too 
much, which can be a liability in 
her business.” 

George is in great company in 
this, another of the Beeb’s surge of 
fantastic dramas to take us through 
dark and dreary nights of the 
looming winter.

New regulations to take the 
red tape out of planning rules 


THE Government announced it is to relax certain plan¬ 
ning rules and restrictions in a bid to inject some life into 
the housing market. 

Homeowners will be allowed to build single-story exten¬ 
sions that stretch up to eight metres beyond their prop¬ 
erty’s rear wall with more ease as the government cut the 
official planning procedures, says David Henderson from 
Strutt & Parker’s Shrewsbury office. 

The government hopes that by substantially reducing 
the amount of paperwork required to build the most 
common extensions such as a conservatory, loft extension 
or garage conversion they can revive the property indus¬ 
try and help kick-start growth across the rest of the 
economy. 

Strutt & Parker’s head of Building Consultancy, Jane 
Henshaw, explains: “Local contractors who specialise in 
smaller jobs will receive a huge boost from this news. 

“I’m sure it will have a positive effect on local busi¬ 
nesses as home owners can get a builder in quickly, start 
talking, and begin the work much sooner without the 
delay of form-filling and red-tape. 

“However some home owners are concerned about an 
increase in unsightly blots on the landscape as households 
won’t need the permission to build when the current pro¬ 
cedures are axed.” 

The new rules do not apply universally, those who are in 


conservation areas, listed buildings or national parks will 
still have to go through the same processes as before. 

The change is one of a series of “’growth announce¬ 
ments” expected from the government and will come into 
effect within weeks as papers get pushed through parlia¬ 
ment to put the guarantees in place. 

Wiggin advises: “There are likely to be more neigh¬ 
bourly disputes as building works disrupt views and noise 
levels increase. 

“I always advise people to weigh up all options before 
deciding to extend - it may be more cost-effective to move 
to a bigger house rather than altering your current home.

“If you do decide to expand, it is still important to run 
your proposals past the planning officer at your local plan¬ 
ning department, and the Party Wall Act concerning 
giving notice to neighbours still applies.” 

In addition to relaxing the rules on home improvements 
there will also be an extension of the FirstBuy scheme to 
encourage new homeowners, with funding for another 
16,500 new homeowners, providing new buyers with a 
loan of up to 20 per cent of their new property’s value.

In front of a crowd of 
nearly 400, the scoreline was 
harsh on Gornal, who domi¬ 
nated the first-half but were 
punished for failing to capi¬ 
talise on their chances. 

Once Worcester were in 
front, there only ever looked 
liked being one winner but 
they endured plenty of 
anxious times during the 
first-half, as the Peacocks 
rose to the task of trying to 
produce a cup upset. 

Worcester started brightly 
and goalkeeper James Pem¬ 
berton did well to save an 
early effort from Danny 
Glover, before Michael 
Taylor headed just wide. 

Gornal grew in confidence 
and took encouragement 
from Chris Rabone’s power¬ 
ful run at the City defence 
and his shot was smartly 
turned over the bar by goal¬ 
keeper Glyn Thompson. 

They pressed on as 
Worcester struggled to hang 
onto possession and had 
them pinned into their own 
half for much of the first 45 
minutes before losing a goal 
on the stroke of half-time. 

The Peacocks can be 
proud of their achievement 
against an opponent three 
leagues above them. 

The scoreline was a harsh 
reflection of the Midland 
Alliance minnows’ spirit and 
endeavour they showed. 

It was the biggest game in 
the club’s 93-year history 
and their players applied 
themselves accordingly.
